Washington, June 24— The ques­ 
tion of an armed invasion of Mexico 
hangs today upon the nature of the 
first report of any commissioned offi­ 
cer who participated in the Carrizal 
fight— if any are alive. 
Following a conference with Presi­ 
dent Wilson, lasting one hour, Sec­ 
retary of W a r Baker at 11 o’clock to­ 
day said: 
“ W e are obliged to wait for further 
word from General Pershing before 
we can determine our course of a c­ 
tion.” 
The only thing we have thus 
fa r aside from that 
coming 
from 
Mexico sources, is the report of a 
few stragglers who were considerably 
in the rear of tin* point where the 
Carrizal attack occurred. 
“ W e are compelled to wait there­ 
fore, until we hear from the two 
troops of cavalry sent out to bring 
back what remains of the troops en­ 
gaged in the Carrizal fight. 
Until we 
get that report there is absolutely no 
change in policy to be considered. 


H o p e had 
practically 
vanished 
today that more than a handful of 
Americans

H E M E is indeed no light task cut 
out for the militiamen who 
have responded to the presi­ 
dent’s call to duty. 
Many of 
the young men affected by the order 
are clerks, bookkeepers or till similar 
positions which require little physical 
labor, ami their response to the colors 
a t once puts them under regular army 
conditions. 
These 
conditions 
must 
necessarily be more severe than these 
■same young men find in the muueu 
vers they hold several times a year 
Not since the Spanish-American war 
iuui the national guard been called by 
a president to aid in the defense of 
the nation. 
Of course the New Mex 
Ico, Arizona and Texas contingent 01 
civilian soldiers has been doing duty 
on the border for several weeks, but 
this arrangement was only a prelimi­ 
nary measure to the president’s latest 
order. 
In the mobilization of the national 
guard for federal duty the details are 
tremendous. 
To get an idea of what 
la necessary to make a unit properly 
prepared to leave its state the orders 
followed out by the New York militia 
are worth reading. 


How New York Mobilizes. 


In a memorandum issued by Adju 
tant General Louis W. 8 totes bury it 
tells how the men are to be mobilized 
and indicates the plan to be followed 
in the organization of the mobilization 
camp, the care of state and federal 
property which will have to be left 
behind and gives a list of the various 
orders or directions that must be is 
sued for increasing to war strength 
the various commands and other de­ 
tails. 
"The general plan of procedure to be 
followed,” the memorandum reads, “in 
ordering oat tlie organized militia in 
response to a federal call will be the 
same as when tlie national guard is 
ordered by the state into an ordinary 
encampment or maneuver or when or­ 
dered out for strike or riot duty, but 
the nature of the service to be per 
formed by the guard in case of a fed 
era! call will necessitate numerous 
new and additional requisites not re 
qnlred in state service. 
“Thus it must be borne in mind that 
members of the organized militia must 
nvspond to the call or be tried by court 
martial; that the men so responding 
will be absent from their homes for a 
long period; that much extra equip­ 
ment will be necessary; that the organ­ 
ized militia will leave the state for an 
indefinite period (thus necessitating 
provision for state police purposes). 


'*> ^CalJ For Medical Officers. 
“The state medical officers will as­ 
semble at some designated rendezvous 
preparatory to !>eing examined by reg­ 
alar army surgeons and mustered into 
the federal service. 
After this occur­ 
rence they themselves would be avail 
able for the examination of the organ­ 
ized militia as an incident to its mus 
ter into the regular service.” 
The directions to govern the mobili­ 
zation and other details necessary in 
th** transfer of the guard from state to 
federal control include the following:

Not long since we were in a 
large New England mill when the 
superintendent brought in the first 
specimen of a new garment, writes 
Ben F. Biliter, managing editor of 
The Farmer’s Guide.

To sell goods at a low price they 
must be produced in great quanti­ 
ties.

Once again as the United States cele­ 
brated Flag day Old Glory waved on 
foreign soil. Down in Mexico the stars 
and s t r ip s are fiying over camps of 
American troops. 
For the fifth time in history the 
American nation is engaged in a dis­ 
pute with her obstreperous southern 
neighbor. 
No other nation on the face 
of the globe lias harassed our feelings 
as provokingly and as persistently as 
Mexico. And the end is not y e t 
Tracing the beginning of the trouble 
takes us back to the early days of Tex­ 
as. 
In 18 20 Texas was a Mexican 
province. 
The territory was originally 
included In the Louisiana purchase, 
but had been ceded to Spain iu 18 10 
In the treaty which gave Florida to the 
United States. 
Among the emigrants who flocked to 
Texas in response to land inducements 
was a band of Connecticut Yankees 
under the leadership of Moses Austin, 
who rode into San Antonio in the fall 
of 18 20 and coolly requested a grant of 
land for a colony of Americans. 
His 
request was granted. 
Slowly the colony grew. 
By 18 35 
15,000 Americans had drifted into it 
across the bonier. 
By virtue of their 
industry they accumulated power and 
incidentally aroused the jealousy of 
Mexican officials. 
This jealousy cen­ 
tered in Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna. 
One of his first acts was to send an 
army into Texas to overawe the set­ 
tlers. 


The A lam o Massacre. 
The Alamo Is a name that lias be­ 
come a watchword of lovers of liberty 
the world over. 
Here in the strong­ 
hold of San Antonio 18 0 Texans took 
their stand against 4,000 Mexicans and 
fought till they died, and died to a 
man. 
“ Remember the Alamo!” became the 
slogan of the Texans. 
Under the lead­ 
ership of Sam Houston they met the 
Mexicans a few days later on the im­ 
mortal field of San Jacinto and gave 
them the worst thrashing that any 
army ever received on a battlefield. 
The next time Americans carried a 
flag into this region was in 18 40, when 
the Mexican war began. 
This w as 
over the Texas boundary. 
Our flag 
was flown in the Mexican breeze for 
two j'ears, and during the entire time 
our troops won every pitched battle in 
which they engaged.

field Scott marched into the enemy’s 
country and wrested stronghold after 
stronghold from the hands of greatly 
superior forces.

Our government refused to recognize 
the empire so long as it was supported 
by France. 
In July, 1S65, it empha­ 
sized Its disapproval by massing troops 
on the border in Texas.

After Diaz came Madero.

reer as president of Mexico was mark­ 
ed by the murder of his predecessor. 
Madero. 
Now comes the memorable Incident 
of April 0. 1914, an insult to this na­ 
tion’s flag. 
The United States government upon 
being Informed of the Tampico Inci­ 
dent demanded an apology of Huerta 
in the shape of a salute to the flag that 
had been so unjustly Insulted. 
But the 
salute 
was 
not 
forthcoming. 
Then 
away went the battleships to Vera 
Cruz. 
Following the occupation of Vera 
Cruz active preparations for mobiliza­ 
tion were begun. 
General Frederick 
Funston was sent with a portion of 
the army for a march to the City of 
Mexico. 
But the stream of events 
were turned in their course. 
A propo­ 
sition came from the A. B. C. powers 
of South America, composed principal­ 
ly of the countries of Argentina. B ra­ 
zil and Chile, to allow them to mediate 
and settle the difficulty. 
This was 
agreed upon. 
The troops were with­ 
drawn from Mexican territory and the 
battleships from Mexican waters. This 
brings history well nigh up to the re­ 
cent raids on Texas towns.
